\HE faid CITY having by Petition to the late Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, and by a Printed Caſe and Account of the Sufferings 
. during the late Siege there, truly ſet forth what they had Done and 
Suffered on the late Happy Revolution, for Securing and Defence of 
that Important Place, need not now be repeated, being generally Known, and 
Acknowledg'd by the Votes of that Honourable Houſe, of the gth of April 1698, 
and their Addreſs thereupon to His Majeſty ; as the ſame likewiſe were by the 
Votes and Addreſs of the Honourable that of Commons in lreland, in December, 
1695, as by the ſaid Petition, Votes and Addrefſes, herewith Printed, may ap- 
pear; but have hitherto had no Effect, no proper Fund being found to an- 
{wer that End : So that a great Part of their Suburbs, and many Houſes within 
the Walls, lie to this Day in Rubbiſh; beſides. the many other Loſſes and Diſ- 
burſements of the Inhabitants of that Place, for the Publick Service, they .have 
hitherto had no Satisfaction for, yet are never without Hopes to be at length 
Conſfider'd, according to the Circumſtances of their Caſe. | 
AND. foraſmuch as the Services and Sufferings of the ſaid City contributed 
much to the Reduttion of Jrelard, by which the Eſtates of thoſe there in Rebel- 
lion became Forfeited : They therefore do now Humbly lay their Caſe before this 
Honourable Houſe, hoping, That in Appropriating the faid Forfeitures, they 
may be Remembred, and ſome Clauſe be inſerted in the Ad tobe paſs'd, touching 
the ſame, for and in Behalf of that City, as may anſwer the Intent of the ſaid 
Petition, Votes and Addreſſes. | |

HAT Your Petitioners Services and Sufferings, on this late Happy Revolu- 
tion, and the Good Effteds thereof, by the Mercy of God to theſe King- 


doms, are not Unknown _ hope to this Honoxrable Houſe, not as yet Forgotteh, 


How early the City of LONDONDERRY Appeared and Defended it ielf to 
the utmoſt, and was the only Place in Proteſtant Hands, and for the Pteſent Govern- 
ment, that endured the Mjſeries and Calamities of a STE G EF, very Fatal to the 
Popiſh Intereſt and Meaſures. 


THAT Your Peitiozers have been Great Sufferers th-r:by in many Reſpets, | 


and in a ſingular manner, not only in the Deſtruftion of the far greaieſt Part of the 
Suburbs of that City, and all Improvements about it, (as it ſtill remains,) and in the 
Ruine of many Houſes within the Walls then Jaid in Rubbiſh, and the reſt greatly. 
ſhatter'd by the Enemies Bombs.and Cannon ; but 'alſo by their many Disburicments 
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© For Securing and Fortifying the Flace ; Euying and taying in Arms and Ammuni- 
tion; Raiſing, Faying, and Sutfifting of Forces ; Proviſions of all ſorts conſumed 
In the Siege by the Garriſon ; Clcaths, and other Neceflaries afforded to the Officers 
and Soldiers 'that Detended the City ; And Debts contracted for the Publick Uſe 
and Satety, amounting in all (as on a Moderate Computaticn appeared) to about 
1hirty 1 houſend Founds, beſides Private Lofſes in ccmymon with the reſt of the King- 
dom, and the :Charge of Relieving many Thouſand Proteſtants, fed thither tor 
Refuge. All which has brought them to Great Poverty and the ſaid City and 
Suburbs to a very Ruinous Condition. 

THAT asthey willingly Expoſed Themſelves and their All for the Publick In- 
tereſt and Service ſo they have patiently, theſe Eight Years paſt; lain under their 
Loſſes, Supporting Themſelves - with the Hopes, That in good time, eſpecially if 

Wars were once ended, and the great Afﬀairs of the Kingdom might admit, Such 
Conſideration would be had of them, as they ſhould no longer remain a Poor Ruiz- 
ous SpeFacle to all, a Scorn to their Enemies, and Diſcouragement to Others, as they 
now are : But ſhould (as the Happy Reſult of what they have undergone) be 
made (as they ſtill hope they ſhall) a Laſting Monument of His MAJEST Ys 
Royal Favour and Bounty, if their CASE ſhould then come before Him, Re- 
commended by this Honourable Houſe. | 


YOUR Petitioners therefore Humbly Pray, That this Honourable Houſe 
would favourably pleaſe to look on them, and take their Caſe aud Sufferings, 
and the Ruinous Condition of the Poor Cty of Londonderry and jts Su- 
burbs, into Conſideration, and ſo to lay the ſame before His Sacred MAJESTY 
fer His Rojal Favour, in order to Your Petitioners Relief in the Kingdom of 
Ireland, as to Your Honours Great Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet.

IR Robert Clayton Reported from the Committee, to whom the Petition of 

O the Mayor, Commonalty and Citizens of the City of Londoxderry, in Ire- 

2d, was Referred ; That thay had Examined and Conſidered the ſame, and 

come to ſeveral Reſolutions, which they had Diretted him to Report to the Houſe, 

which he Read in his Place, and afterwards Delivered in at the Table, where the 

fame were Read, and (with an Amendment of One of them) Agreed unto by the 
Houſe, and are as follow, (viz. 

Reſolved, That the Allegations contained in the Petition, are True. 

Reſolved, That it appeared to the Committee, upon Examination of the Petiti- 
'on, That the Publick Loſſes, Disburſemeats and Damages ſuſtained by the Inhabi- 
tants of that City, are, in the ſaid Petition, very moderately Computed ; and that 
the Loſſes, beſides to particular and private Pe-{ons, are very great. 

Reſolved, That the Services and Sufferings of that City, on this late Revolution, 
were very D—_ and of great Conſequence to his Majeſty's Service, and the 
Preſervation of the Three Kingdoms. | 

Reſolved, That in regard thereof, the ſaid City hath well' Deſerved to be Con- 
fidered, for the Damages in the Petition mentioned, and to have ſome ſpecial Mark 
of His Majeſty's Bounty, for a laſting Monument to. Poſterity. | . 

That in order thereto, it is humbly Propoſed, That ſomething in' particular, 
which the Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe ſhall think fit, be hambly Recom- 
mended to His Majeſty, to be done for the ſame. ; 

Ordered, That it be Referred to the ſame Committee, to Draw up an Addreſs, 
to be Preſented to his Majeſty, ſetting forth the Subſtance of the ſaid Petition, and 
the ſaid Reſolutions, and humbly Praying, That His Majeſty will pleaſe to make 
ſome Compenſation for the ſaid Damages, out of the Cuſtoms ofthe faid City, or 
otherwiſe, as His Majeſty, in his Princely Wiſdom, ſhall think fit.

KL JE Tour Mijeſty's moſt Loyal and Dutiful Subje&s; the Commons in Parliament 
Aſſembled, having Received a Petition from the Mayor, Commonalty, and Citi- 

zens in Tour City of London-Derry, i» Ireland ; Setting forth their Early and Singy-, 
lar Services and Sufferings on the late happy Revolution, by the Securing and Defence 
of that City, againſt a Long and Cruel Siege (which Eminently contributed to the deſtroy- 
ing the Deſigns of the Enemies of theſe Kingdoms,) And fſhewing, That thereby not only 
the greateſt Part of the City and Suburbs was Demoliſhed, or rendred Ruinous, but alſg 
that their Disburſements upon this Occaſion, for Fortifying, Providing Arms and Am- 
munition, Raiſing and Subſiting Forces, and other Publick, Oſes, did Amount to a 
very conftderable Summ of Money.

And it further appears to us, That David Cairnes, Eq; a Mem- 
ber of the {aid City, and now one of their Repreſentatives 1n Parliament, was 
Remarkably Inſtrumental in the firſt Securing the ſaid City againſt the [-ifþ, and 
afterwards underwent ſeveral hazardous Journeys for Preſerving the ſame ; and 
that he was a great Sufferer by the Siege. |
